MR.  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

In  accordance  with  my  statutory  duty  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  I 
have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
Circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  1965. 

The  Infectious  Disease  which  was  notified  during  the  year  is  detailed 
in  the  body  of  the  Report  and  I have  made  such  comment  as  is  called  for  on 
page  34  et  seq. 

The  pattern  of  the  Health  Statistics  shows  the  same  general  trend  as  in 
previous  years  and  there  is  no  deviation  requiring  special  comment. 

The  new  Civic  Centre,  now  the  hub  of  activities  in  the  town,  was 
formally  opened  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  in  October. 
The  Centre,  covering  an  area  of  six  acres,  provides  sites  for  the  Municipal 
Offices,  Civic  Halls,  and  the  Swimming  Pool. 

A fine  Eighteen  Hole  Municipal  Golf  Course  which  was  laid  out  in  1961 
has  been  completed. 

In  the  completion  of  these  projects  which  provide  greatly  appreciated 
amenities  for  residents  of  the  town,  the  Council  has  achieved  two  worthy 
ambitions. 

Work  has  commenced  on  the  new  Sludge  Disposal  Scheme  at  Weldon. 
The  Scheme  is  referred  to  by  the  Council’s  Engineer  on  page  27. 

I wish  to  thank  Mr.  George  Waterworth,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
for  his  co-operation  in  the  work  of  the  District  during  the  year  and  for  the 
high  standard  he  has  maintained.  Mr.  Waterworth’s  Annual  Report  appears 
on  page  43. 

My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  for  their  continued  support  and  to  my  Secretary, 
Miss  Langley,  for  her  help  in  preparing  the  Report.

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CORBY 


Corby  lies  within  the  area  known  as  the  Northamptonshire  Uplands 
which  form  part  of  a continuous  limestone  belt  stretching  north-eastwards 
across  England  from  Weymouth  through  the  Cotswolds  to  Hull.  In  the  Corby 
area,  these  rocks  resemble  a mighty  sandwich,  tilted  so  that  there  is  a 
gentle  slope  on  the  south-east  side  and  a steep  drop,  down  into  the  Welland 
Valley,  on  the  north-west  side.  One  layer  of  this  " sandwich”  consists  of  a 
bed  of  iron  ore,  the  presence  of  which  has  been  the  greatest  factor  in  Corby’s 
growth  since  1912. 

In  contrast  to  the  town  of  Corby,  with  its  great  steelworks,  the  surround- 
ing district  consists  of  rich  farm  land,  based  on  the  fertile  reddish  soil, 
derived  from  a mixture  of  the  underlying  limestone  and  the  clays  deposited 
by  the  glaciers  of  the  Ice  Age. 

The  Northamptonshire  Uplands,  which  rise  in  the  Corby  area  to  about 
400  feet  above  sea  level,  were  originally  heavily  wooded  by  the  great  Forest 
of  Rockingham.  Scattered  remnants,  such  as  Geddington  Chase,  are  all  that 
are  left  today  of  this  ancient  forest,  which  in  the  reign  of  King  Edward  I, 
covered  an  area  of  more  than  250  square  miles.  Some  reafforestation  of  the 
area  is  now  taking  place,  especially  in  those  parts  from  which  iron  ore  has 
been  extracted  by  the  open  cast  method  and  which  cannot  be  returned  to 
agricultural  use. 

Corby  has  an  average  yearly  rainfall  of  about  23.5  inches,  with  October 
as  the  wettest  month  and  April  the  driest.  Because  it  is  inland  there  is  a 
greater  variation  in  monthly  mean  temperatures  than  on  the  coast.  The  range 
is  about  l^F.,  considerably  more  for  instance  than  at  Cromer  on  the  Norfolk 
coast. 

Against  this  geographical  background  Corby  has  grown  from  a village 
of  1,600  persons  in  1931  to  a new  township  of  44,610  inhabitants  in  1965. 
It  continues  to  expand  rapidly. 
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Social  Conditions,  including  Chief  Occupations 
of  the  Inhabitants 


The  social  conditions  of  the  District  are  very  good,  as  is  to  be  expected 
of  a new  town.  There  are  adequate  open  spaces  with  facilities  for  sports 
and  recreation. 

The  new  spacious  Civic  Centre  containing  the  Municipal  Offices  and 
Council  Chamber,  committee  rooms,  and  Civic  Theatre  was  completed  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year.  The  Official  opening  by  The  Rt.Hon.  R.H.S.  Crossman, 
O.B.E.,  M.P.,  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  took  place  on 
October  20th. 

Among  the  amenities  provided  in  the  Civic  Centre  is  a heated  covered 
swimming  pool  110  feet  by  42  feet  with  five  racing  lanes. 

The  chief  occupation  of  the  inhabitants  is  the  manufacture  of  iron  and 
steel  and  associated  with  this  are  a number  of  allied  trades.  Building  and 
Civil  Engineering  are  also  important  and  in  addition,  there  are  factories 
engaged  in  the  production  of  footwear,  clothing,  foodstuffs,  articulated 
trailers  and  electrical  equipment. 

The  Corby  Employment  Exchange  serves  an  area  which  comprises  the 
Urban  District  together  with  a few  parishes  of  the  surrounding  Rural  District 
of  Kettering  and  the  Corby  Youth  Employment  Bureau,  which  deals  with 
school  leavers  and  young  people  under  eighteen  years  of  age,  covers  the 
same  area. 

The  total  working  population  was  estimated  in  1965  to  be  25,000.  The 
state  of  unemployment  was  as  follows:  — 

Registered  unemployed  on  10.1.66— 

185  men,  35  women,  24  boys,  6 girls. 

Registered  unemployed  11.1.65— 

161  men,  61  women,  24  boys,  8 girls. 

The  'rate  of  unemployment  on  10.1.66  was  1.0%  (1.1%  January,  1965) 
of  the  working  population. 

The  Register  of  Disabled  Persons,  kept  by  the  Minister  of  Labour,  con- 
tains the  names  of  persons  who  are  substantially  handicapped  yet  capable 
of  working.  At  a count  taken  in  1965  there  were  434  men  and  93  women  on 
the  Register.

Comments  on  Vital  Statistics 


1.  Population.— The  Registrar  General's  mid-year  estimate  of  population 
i.e.  30th  June,  1965,  is  44,610.  The  corresponding  figure  for  1964  was 
42,770,  giving  an  increase  in  population  of  1,840  in  the  12  months. 

By  subtracting  the  Natviral  Increase,  i.e.  a figure  which  represents  the 
excess  of  births  over  deaths  and  the  value  of  which  for  the  current  year 
is  873,  from  the  overall  increase  in  population  we  arrive  at  the  figure  of 
967  persons  and  this  number  gives  the  total  amount  of  Immigration  into 
the  town  during  the  year.  The  Density  of  Population  is  12.32  persons 
per  acre  and  the  Housing  Factor  3.67  persons  per  house. 

2.  Births.— There  were  11,430  live  births  in  1965,  which  is  an  increase  of 
13  in  the  number  registered  for  the  previous  year.  This  gives  a Crude 
Birth  Rate  of  25.62  per  1,000  population.  The  corresponding  figure  for 
1964  was  26.42. 

It  will  be  apparent  that  the  Birth  Rate  and  Death  Rate  in  any  place  is 
influenced  by  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  population  so  that  in 
order  that  more  exact  comparisons  can  be  made  between  one  area  and 
another  the  actual  Rate  is  multiplied  by  a number  called  the  Compara- 
bility Factor,  the  result  being  known  as  the  Adjusted,  or  Corrected  Rate. 
These  Comparability  Factors  are  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  and 
are  based  on  the  age  and  sex  distribution  as  shown  by  the  Census.  For 
Corby  the  Birth  Rate  Comparability  Factor  is  0.83  and  the  Corrected 
Birth  Rate  standardised  on  the  basis  of  age  and  sex  composition  there- 
fore gives  an  Adjusted  Rate  of  21.27.  The  Adjusted  Birth  Rate  of  21.27 
compares  with  21.93  for  1964  and  the  Provisional  Crude  Rate  for  England 
and  Wales  of  18.1. 

3.  Deaths.— There  were  270  deaths  from  all  causes  in  1965.  The  figure 
for  last  year  was  214  and  the  corresponding  Crude  Death  Rates  are  6.05 
and  5.00.  In  the  same  way  as  described  in  the  case  of  2.  Births  above, 
the  Death  Rate  is  standardised  by  the  use  of  a further  Comparability 
Factor.  Its  value  for  Corby  is  2.51  and  the  Adjusted  Death  Rate  corrected 
by  means  of  this  calculation  is  found  to  be  15.19.  The  provisional  Crude 
Rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole  is  reckoned  by  the  Registrar 
General  to  be  11.5.  Reference  to  page  16  will  show  the  total  niunber  of 
deaths  classed  to  36  causes.  A short  summary  of  this  page  is  here 
appended.

The  chief  causes  of  death  shown  by  this  tabulation  are  Heart  Disease 
and  Cancer  in  that  order. 

Violent  death  accounted  for  14  entries.  Of  these,  Accidental  Death  is 
responsible  for  1 1 and  Suicide  for  3. 
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4.  Infant  Mortality.— The  number  of  infants  dying  in  the  first  year  of  life  is 
33,  and  this  gives  an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  28.87  per  1,000  live  births. 
The  corresponding  figure  for  1964  was  23.01  and  the  provisional  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  as  a whole  is  19.0.  The  majority  of  these  infant 
deaths,  it  will  be  seen  from  the  accompanying  table,  occurred  in  the 
first  month.  This  method  of  expression  is  referred  to  as  the  Neonatal 
Mortality,  and  the  rate  for  1965  is  19.25  per  1,000  live  births.  The  current 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  13.0.  It  will  be  further  seen  that  the  prin- 
cipal causes  of  infantile  deaths  are  Prematurity  and  developmental 
conditions,  including  malformations.

Still  Birth  Rate  is  13.81  per  1,000  total  births.  The  rate  for  1964  was 
16.54  and  the  current  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  15.7.  I append

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SECTION  B. 


General  Provision  of  Health  Services 


In  subsequent  sections,  full  details  will  be  found  relating  to  infectious 
diseases  and  environmental  health  within  the  Urban  District,  for  which  the 
Council  is  directly  responsible. 

The  present  section  is  related  to  those  health  services  which  concern 
more  the  personal  health  and  welfare  of  the  individual  rather  than  public 
health  and  the  community.  The  Health  Committee  of  the  Northampton  shire 
County  Council  is  responsible  for  administration  of  some  of  these  services 
under  Part  III  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act. 

Liaison  between  County  Council  Services  and  District  Council  Services 
is  facilitated  by  the  fact  that  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  a School 
Medical  Officer  and  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer. 

Laboratory  Facilities.— The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Northampton  and 
the  Department  of  Pathology  at  Kettering  General  Hospital  are  available 
for  the  examination  of  specimens  in  connection  with  the  diagnosis  and 
control  of  infectious  diseases.  The  following  specimens  were  examined

My  thanks  are  due  to  Dr.  L.  Hoyle  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Northampton  and  to  Dr.  H.  J.  Voss,  Pathology  Department,  General  Hospital, 
Kettering,  for  their  bacteriological  reports. 

Eight  samples  of  water  and  foods  for  chemical  analysis  were  submitted 
to  Mr.  E.  Fogden,  B.Sc.,  F.R.I.C.,  F.I.F.S.T.,  Public  Analyst  at  Nottingham. 

Ambulance  Services.— This  is  one  of  the  services  for  which  the  County 
Council  are  responsible,  and  the  area  is  covered  by  radio-controlled  ambul- 
ances stationed  at  Corby  and  Kettering. 

Domiciliary  Services.— The  District  Nursing,  Domiciliary  Midwife  and 
Health  Visitor  Services  are  administered  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.  The  valuable  Home  Help  Service,  also  controlled  by  the  County 
Medical  Officer,  continues  to  be  extensively  used.  The  Service  relieves 
people  of  domestic  worry  during  illness,  in  old  age  or  in  childbirth  con- 
finement. 


Immunisation  and  Vaccination.— Immunisation  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping 
Cough  and  Poliomyelitis  and  vaccination  against  Smallpox  are  free  services, 
available  either  from  the  family  doctor  or  at  the  County  Child  Welfare  Clinics. 
Certain  age  groups  of  children  can  also  be  given  B.C.G.  vaccination  to 
protect  against  Tuberculosis;  this  is  done  through  the  School  Health  Service. 
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Nuffield  Diagnostic  Centre 

This  Centre,  opened  in  1954,  was  built  as  a joint  venture  by  the  Nuffield 
Provincial  Hospital  Trust  and  the  Oxford  Regional  Hospital  Board.  It  was 
originally  intended  as  a pioneer  experiment  and  its  aim  was  to  provide 
f acilities  for  the  use  of  General  Practitioners  and  Consultants. 

In  addition,  a Local  Authority  Child  Welfare  Clinic  is  held  here  each 
week. 

In  this  way  it  was  hoped  to  provide  a common  ground  for  the  integration 
of  the  three  branches  of  the  National  Health  Service. 

The  Centre  is  situated  on  open  parkland  and  sheltered  by  woodlands  and 
adjoins  the  recently  opened  Maternity  Unit.  It  is  easily  accessible  from  all 
parts  of  the  town  and  the  surrounding  district.  The  grounds  have  been  laid 
out,  planted  and  maintained  by  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Corby.  Ample 
space  has  been  reserved  for  future  hospital  development. 

In  addition  to  the  diagnostic  facilities  which  are  provided  there  is  a well 
equipped  Physiotherapy  Department  and  also  an  Operating  Theatre  for 
minor  surgery. 

Consultant  Clinics  covering  a wide  range  of  medical  specialities  are 
regularly  held. 

The  Diagnostic  Centre,  therefore,  fulfils  a useful  purpose  and  is  much 
appreciated  by  the  General  Practitioners  and  general  public  of  the  town. 

Corby  Maternity  Unit 

This  Unit,  opened  in  1961,  was  built  by  the  Oxford  Regional  Hospital 
Board  with  funds  provided  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  as  a General  Practitioner 
Maternity  Unit  to  meet  the  need  for  local  hospital  maternity  services  in  an 
area  with  a very  high  birth  rate  at  a distance  from  the  district  hospital 
centre.  Consultant  architectural  services  for  the  scheme  were  provided  by 
the  staff  of  the  Architectural  Division  of  the  Nuffield  Provincial  Hospital 
Trust. 

The  acconunodation  includes  two  first  stage  labour  rooms,  two  delivery 
rooms  and  twenty  lying-in  beds.  The  Unit  deals  only  with  normal  deliveries. 
Cases  requiring  specialist  attention  are  either  admitted  or  transferred  to  the 
Maternity  Unit  at  St.Mary's  Hospital,  Kettering  or  to  the  Barratt  Maternity 
Hospital,  Northampton. 

The  Civic  Centre 

The  Civic  Centre,  covering  an  area  of  six  acres,  was  officially  opened 
on  October  20th  by  The  Rt.  Hon.  R.  H.  S.  Crossman,  O.B.E.,  M.P.,  Minister 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government.  The  newly  constructed  buildings  on  this 
site  comprise:  — 

(a)  Administrative  Block  including  Council  Chamber  and  Committee  Rooms. 

(b)  Civic  Halls.  This  building  houses  a large  multi-purpose  hall,  a Civic 
Theatre  with  seating  accommodation  for  over  500  people,  and  a small 
Functions  Room. 

(c)  Swimming  Pool.  This  is  a covered  heated  pool  of  Championship  size  - 
110  feet  by  42  feet,  with  five  racing  lanes,  a Spectator's  Gallery  with 
seating  accommodation  for  about  450  people,  a Cafe  and  Sunbathing 
Terrace. 

Ample  car  parking  space  encircles  the  buildings. 

Great  advantage  is  taken  of  the  amenities  provided  at  the  Swimming  Pool 
and  it  is  a pleasure  to  place  on  record  that  this  project  has  been  entirely 
successful. 

The  presentations  at  the  Civic  Theatre  attempt  to  cater  for  a wide  range 
of  interests. 

The  Ballroom  and  Civic  Halls  are  popular  for  various  functions. 

An  Entertainments  and  Baths  Manager  has  been  appointed  to  administer 
the  day  to  day  running  of  the  Civic  Halls  and  Swimming  Pool.

National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  Section  47.— This  act  empowers  Local 
Authorities  to  require  the  compulsory  admission  to  hospital  of  certain  cases 
of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention.  No  formal  action  was  taken  under 
this  Section  of  the  Act  during  1965. 

Voluntary  Organisations.— There  are  over  150  Voluntary  Organisations  in 
Corby  and  many  of  these  undertake  useful  work  in  helping  the  aged,  the 
needy  and  the  sick.  There  follows  a brief  description  of  some  of  the  activi- 
ties:— 

1.  Corby  Home  Safety  Committee.  During  the  year  the  Committee  has 
endeavoured  whenever  possible  to  contact  the  public  in  an  effort  to 
bring  realisation  to  as  many  as  possible,  of  the  everyday  dangers  in  the 
home  and  to  advise  how  to  counteract  such  pitfalls.  This  has  been  done 
by  giving  lectures  and  film  shows  to  several  organisations  and  clubs, 
emphasising  the  effect  caused  by  faulty  electric  blankets;  the  terrifying 
effect  when  flammable  nightwear  becomes  alight;  the  dangers  of  faulty 
wiring  and  overloading  of  appliances;  and  the  dangers  of  leaving 
poisonous  tablets  and  liquids  within  the  reach  of  children.  At  each  talk 
every  member  was  given  a copy  of  the  Home  Safety  Handbook  and 
various  pamphlets  on  safety  in  the  home.  Bookmarkers  were  issued  to 
the  town  library.  Again,  in  an  effort  to  support  the  National  Fire  Pre- 
vention Campaign  and  the  ROSPA  Campaigns  the  Committee  bought  and 
distributed  various  leaflets,  posters,  etc. 

A new  venture  this  year  was  a Schools  Poster  Competition  in  which 
children  of  all  ages  from  twenty  two  schools  took  part.  The  posters 
were  reviewed  by  four  judges  and  were  on  display  at  the  Home  Safety 
Exhibition  in  September  which  was  opened  by  Councillor  A.  G.  Kane, 

J.P. 

The  Chairman  and  Secretary  of  the  Committee  were  invited  to  the 
inaugural  meeting  of  the  Daventry  Home  Safety  Committee  and  were 
able  to  help  them  in  many  ways. 

2.  Corby  Old  People^s  Welfare  Committee.  The  excellent  work  of  the 
Committee  continued  during  1965  when  Members  arranged  a week’s 
holiday  at  Cliftonville  for  70  pensioners  in  September.  In  March  about 
three  hundred  old  people  were  taken  by  coach  to  the  Civic  Centre  where 
a Grand  Concert  had  been  arranged  for  their  entertainment.  A house-to- 
house  collection  in  May  and  a successful  Band  Concert  in  July  were 
also  held  in  aid  of  the  old  people.  Six  of  the  Afternoon  Clubs  together 
with  the  residents  of  Hazelwood  House  ran  a successful  Christmas 
Bazaar  which  was  held  at  the  Civic  Centre  in  December.  Four  hundred 
parcels  were  made  up  and  distributed  to  the  pensioners  at  Christmas. 

The  Chiropody  Service  continues  to  run  smoothly  and  various  forms 
of  welfsire  food  are  available  to  pensioners  at  reduced  prices.  Members 
of  the  Committee  were  greatly  impressed  by  a visit  they  made  to 
Gloucester  House  Old  People’s  Day  Club. 

3.  Corby  Nursing  Care  Committee.  This  Committee  also  carries  on  very 
generous  work  by  visiting  the  chronic  sick  at  home  and  in  hospital, 
and  by  providing  them  with  presents  and  essentials.  At  Christmas  the 
Committee  visits  and  gives  gifts  to  Old  Age  Pensioners  and  house 
bound. 

4.  Corby  Social  Services  Co-ordinating  Committee.  This  Committee  has 
been  meeting  regularly  for  eight  years  and  continues  to  do  most  useful 
work.  Its  objects  are:  — 

(i)  To  deal  with  "problem  families’’  of  which  in  a New  Town  with  a 
population  drawn  from  all  parts  of  the  British  Isles  and  most 
European  countries,  there  must  of  necessity  be  a larger  number 
than  in  a normal  town  of  comparable  size.

(it)  By  interchange  of  information  to  prevent  overlapping  of  work  done 
by  various  social  workers. 

(Hi)  To  endeavour  to  keep  in  their  own  home  and  avoid  the  necessity 
for  eviction  or  application  for  Part  III  accommodation  in  the  case  of 
those  families  who  are  for  various  reasons,  (e.g.  anti*social  behaviour 
or  failure  to  pay  rent),  in  danger  of  receiving  Notice  to  Quit. 

(iv)  To  assist  and  advise  needy  families  wherever  necessary  and  to 
supply  items  of  furniture  wherever  required. 

During  the  past  twelve  months,  the  Committee  has  received,  con- 
sidered, and  assisted  wherever  possible,  field  cases  which  have  been 
brought  to  their  notice,  i.e.  cases  of  lengthy  unemployment  and  others 
requiring  financial  assistance.  It  has  supplied,  where  possible,  beds, 
bedding  and  other  items  of  furniture  to  needy  families  in  the  town. 

The  Committee  supplied  delegates  to  a Conference  of  Social  Workers 
in  the  Town  which  was  confirmed  by  Councillor  A.  G.  Kane,  J.P., 
Chairman  of  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Corby,  and  held  in  the  Corby 
Technical  College  on  1st  October.  The  Meeting  was  addressed  by 
Mr.  K.  M.  Reinold,  Secretary  of  the  National  Federation  of  Community 
Associations. 

5.  M'omen's  Voluntary  Services  (W.V.S.).  The  W.V.S.  carry  on  useful 
public  work  in  Corby,  such  as  distribution  of  Welfare  Foods  at  the 
clinics,  the  provision  of  clothing  and  furniture  to  families  in  need  and 
the  distribution  of  Christmas  presents  to  these  families,  and  running 
the  “Meals  on  Wheels  Service”. 

6.  Diocesan  Family  Social  Welfare  Committee. 

7.  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade. 

8 Corby  Red  Cross  Society. 

9.  Corby  Tuberculosis  Care  Committee.  During  the  past  financial  year, 
137  patients,  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  or  other  chest  complaints, 
have  been  under  the  care  of  this  Committee.  Each  case  is  investigated 
and,  where  necessary,  a Home  Grant  of  £3  per  month  is  paid,  usually 
only  to  breadwinners  who  are  unable  to  work  because  of  their  illness 
and  are  not  in  receipt  of  sick  pay  from  their  employer.  In  such  cases, 
the  Home  Grant  is  paid  until  their  return  to  work.  Approximately  £400 
has  been  given  to  dependants  and  £95  to  patients  receiving  hospital 
treatment. 

Once  a month  members  of  the  Committee  visit  Rushden  Hospital  to 
distribute  pocket  money  to  patients  from  Corby  and  surrounding  district. 
At  Christmas  time  all  grants  to  people  receiving  Home  Grants  and  to 
patients  in  Rushden  Hospital  are  increased  by  £1. 

10.  National  Spastics  Society,  Corby  and  District  Branch.  This  Branch  of 
the  National  Spastics  Society  does  valuable  work  in  helping  the  local 
spastics  to  overcome  their  many  difficulties. 

11.  Northamptonshire  Town  and  County  Association  for  the  Blind. 

12.  National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children. 
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Play  Leadership  in  Corby 


The  Scheme  functioned  successfully  during  1965  at  each  of  the  six 
centres. 

Attendance  figures  were  encouraging;  May  to  September  being  the  period 
of  greatest  activity  bearing  in  mind  that  additional  morning  and  afternoon 
sessions  operate  during  the  school  holidays. 

The  Tennis  Coaching  Scheme  again  proved  popular  with  two  centres  in 
operation  — one  at  West  Glebe  and  one  at  Woods  End. 

A tournament  held  on  10th  July,  1965  marked  the  end  of  a successful 
venture. 

Play  Leadership  activities  are  of  necessity  curtailed  during  the  winter 
months  but  continuity  was  provided,  as  in  the  past,  by  arranging  indoor 
sessions  at  the  Lodge  Park  Community  Centre  for  Junior  Play  Leaders. 

The  Sunday  Streets  Soccer  League  was  again  a resounding  success, 
approximately  250  boys  (100  more  than  in  1964)  up  to  16  years  of  age 
actively  engaging  in  the  Scheme  each  Sunday  afternoon. 

Boxing  with  its  limited  appeal  ceased  during  the  Summer  months,  but 
interest  rekindled  in  the  Autumn  and  a small  number  of  enthusiasts  were 
boxing  each  week  in  the  Hall  at  Kelvin  Grove. 


Priors  Hall  Golf  Course 


The  work  commenced  in  1961  on  the  new  Municipal  Golf  Course  at 
Stamford  Road,  Weldon,  was  completed  in  June  at  a cost  of  about  £80,000. 
It  is  an  Eighteen  Hole  Course  extending  over  135  acres  and  is  situated  four 
miles  from  the  town  centre. 

The  amenities  provided  consist  of  lockers  and  changing  rooms,  dining 
room,  bar  lounge  and  Professional's  shop. 
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Section  C. 


Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 


Water  Supply.— A piped  water  supply  is  provided  to  every  house  in  the 
town  by  the  Mid-Northamptonshire  Water  Board.  Investigations  were  under- 
taken by  the  Water  Board  in  respect  of  three  complaints  received  by  the 
Department.  Fifteen  samples  of  drinking  water  were  submitted  for  bacterio- 
logical analysis  and  all  were  reported  satisfactory  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service. 

Fluoride  Content  of  the  Water  Supply.— The  water  supply  contains  0.3 
parts  of  naturally  occurring  Fluorine  per  million  parts  of  water. 

Swimming  Baths.— Thirteen  water  samples  were  taken  from  the  open  air 
pools  at  Uppingham  Corby  Boys’  Club,  Corby  Grammar  School,  Samuel  Lloyd 
Secondary  Modern  School  and  the  indoor  pool  at  the  Civic  Centre,  for 
bacteriological  examination,  all  of  which  were  satisfactory. 

Sampling  of  water  from  two  clay  pits  in  the  town,  previously  used  for 
bathing,  was  discontinued  in  August  when  the  public  swimming  pool  at  the 
Civic  Centre  was  opened,  of  the  ten  samples  which  had  been  taken  all  were 
unsatisfactory,  showing  evidence  of  B.  Coli  and  Faecal  Coli  was  found  in 
seven  samples. 

Sewage  Disposal.— Although  the  extensions  to  the  Sewage  Works  were 
completed  in  1964,  the  Works  are  now  operating  to  full  capacity,  serving 
a population  of  45,000,  plus  industries  in  the  Town,  and  as  soon  as  Staff  is 
available  plans  will  be  prepared  for  a further  extension.  This  matter  is 
becoming  urgent  in  view  of  the  Development  Corporation’s  proposed  expan- 
sion of  the  Town  to  a population  of  80,000,  plus  additional  industries  with 
possible  further  industrial  waste  to  be  treated. 

Some  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  concerning  unpleasant 
odours  emanating  from  the  present  Sludge  Disposal  Area  and  experimental 
work  using  a re-odorant  compound  was,  and  is  still  being  carried  out  on  a 
limited  scale.  Lime  treatment  of  the  sludge  was  continued  as  in  previous 
years  with  some  success. 

Sludge  Disposal  Scheme.— Work  has  now  commenced  at  Weldon  of  a new 
Sludge  Disposal  Scheme  designed  by  the  Consulting  Engineers  which  when 
completed  in  18  months  time,  will  have  cost  £270,000.  The  Scheme  will 
incorporate  primary  and  secondary  sludge  digestion  tanks  and  associated 
plant  at  the  Sewage  Works  together  with  a sludge-pumping  main  to  South 
Wood. 

Work  commenced  in  January,  1966  on  the  site  and  construction  of  the 
Primary  Digestion  Tanks  is  now  in  hand.  The  sludge  main  to  South  Wood  has 
been  laid  and  earthworks  in  South  Wood  are  being  carried  out.  A Laboratory- 
scale  digestion  Plant  set  up  by  the  Staff  at  the  Sewage  Works  is  giving 
information  which  will  be  useful  when  the  new  full-scale  digestion  plant  is 
in  operation. 

Sewerage.— A review  is  being  made  of  the  capacity  of  existing  sewers 
in  relation  to  the  further  expansion  of  the  Town  which  is  now  proposed. 

Consideration  is  also  being  given  to  the  question  of  whether  to  construct 
a new  works  to  cater  for  sewerage  originating  from  the  Harper  Brook  Catch- 
ment Area  (which  lies  within  the  Proposed  Designated  Area)  or  whether  to 
pump  this  sewerage  to  the  existing  Treatment  Works  at  Weldon  Road. 

Trade  Waste.— No  new  ‘consents’  were  made  during  the  year.  Samples 
were  mainly  satisfactory  except  for  one  firm  which  allowed  approximately 
108  gallons  of  ferric  chloride  to  be  discharged  into  the  sewers  on  Friday, 
1st  October,  1965  but  prompt  action  by  Staff  at  the  Sewage  Works  prevented 
this  from  causing  damage  to  the  filter  beds. 
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Cemetery  Shire  Lodge.— As  a result  of  requests  from  relatives  of  deceased 
who  have  been  cremated,  an  area  of  the  cemetery  has  now  been  reserved  for 
the  burial  of  urns  of  cremated  remains. 

Parish  Churchyard  — Weldon  Road.— In  the  course  of  major  roadworks  at 
Weldon  Road,  it  was  necessary  during  the  year  to  resite  the  wall  of  the 
Parish  Churchyard  which  involved  the  exhumation  and  re*interment  of  the 
remains  of  several  hundred  bodies.  This  was  done  on  the  same  site  and 
successfully  carried  out  without  any  form  of  complaint. 

Proposed  Cleansing  Depot.— In  February  the  Council  agreed  to  purchase 
land  owned  by  British  Railways  at  the  rear  of  the  existing  Central  Depot  in 
Cottingham  Road  and  decided  to  build  the  Cleansing  Depot  on  this  site 
instead  of  Stanion  Lane.  This  decision  was  influenced  by  the  anticipated 
gains  of  centralising  such  services  as  greasing,  washing  and  amenities  for 
the  employees. 

The  advantages  of  the  Depot  and  the  disposal  site  being  contiguous  will 
endure  whilst  tipping  operations  continue  at  the  West  Glebe.  The  Minister 
indicated  in  October  that  he  was  prepared  to  consider  an  application  for 
loan  Sanction. 

Public  Mortuary.— The  facilities  provided  at  the  Cemetery  Chapel  at 
Rockingham  Road  are  of  a high  standard  and  include  a six>tray  refrigerated 
storage  cabinet,  elevating  trolley,  autopsy  table  and  hoses,  sinks  with  hot 
and  cold  water,  changing  room,  sanitary  accommodation,  viewing  room  with 
separate  public  entrance  and  equipment  based  on  the  Ministry  of  Health’s 
recommendations.

Disinfection.— Disinfection  of  premises  is  carried  out  with  formaldehyde 
vapour  generators,  disinfectant  being  issued  on  request  and  free  of  charge 
to  cases  or  contacts  of  notifiable  diseases.  Bedding  and  articles  suitable 
for  disinfection  by  steam  is  carried  out  by  arrangement  with  St.  Mary’s 
Hospital,  Kettering.  No  facilities  exist  in  the  District  or  the  County  for  the 
cleansing  of  persons  under  Section  85  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.

No  further  dwellings  were  erected  during  the  year,  the  present  number 
remaining  at  122,  in  six  warden  supervised  schemes. 

During  the  year,  however,  an  important  development  in  the  housing  of 
aged  persons  has  taken  place  in  that  a joint  list  has  been  set  up  by  the 
Corby  Development  Corporation  and  in  future  all  vacancies  in  accommodation 
suitable  for  this  type  of  applicant  will  be  filled  by  persons  nominated  from 
that  list  which  is  administered  by  the  Council' s Housing  Department.  The 
Corporation  have  generously  agreed  to  make  available,  as  they  become 
vacant,  one  bedroom  flats  and  bungalows  suitable  for  this  purpose  which 
have  previously  been  occupied  by  other  types  of  applicant,  and  have  at 
present  under  construction  a scheme  of  specially  designed  aged  persons 
flatlets. 
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Hostels.— There  are  two  hostels  within  the  District  providing  a high 
standard  of  accommodation  for  174  males.

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Domestic  Smoke  Control.—

Over  500  visits  were  made  during  the  year  in  connection  with  the  Smoke 
Control  Area  and  the  operation  of  recording  instruments,  which  indicates 
the  energy  with  which  the  aims  of  the  Department  relating  to  clean  air  are 
being  pursued. 

One  Smoke  Control  Area  covering  440  acres  and  including  2,827  dwel- 
lings was  in  operation  at  the  commencement  of  the  year.  The  Council, 
after  consideration  of  a Ministry  Circular  regarding  increased  supplies  of 
solid  smokeless  fuel,  resolved  to  set  up  a further  smoke  control  area.  Dis- 
cussions took  place  with  the  producers  and  retailers  of  smokeless  fuels  and 
in  October  a survey  of  the  proposed  No.  2 Smoke  Control  Area  was  commenced. 

The  measurement  of  levels  of  air  pollution  continued  during  the  year 
from  daily  and  monthly  instruments  maintained  by  the  Council.  There  are 
two  deposit  gauges  sited  within  the  District  and  two  outside  in  Weldon.  Two 
daily  Smoke  Filter  and  Sulphur  Dioxide  recording  apparatus  were  operated 
throughout  the  year,  one  at  8 Stocks  Lane,  which  was  transferred  to  the 
Public  Mortuary  and  a second  in  Pen  Green  Lane. 

The  following  table  shows  the  average  annual  results  obtained  within 
the  District  in  respect  of  deposited  matter.  These  results  together  with  the 
monthly  readings  at  the  industrial  stations,  are  shown  geographically  in  the 
appendices  attached  to  the  cover.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 

The  number  of  food  premises  in  the  District  at  the  end  of  the  year  was 
259  and  for  the  purpose  of  inspection  and  investigation  your  Health  In- 
spectors made  577  visits.  Experience  has  shown  that  regular  and  frequent 
inspection  of  food  premises  with  immediate  discussion  of  problems  and 
practices  brings  about  improved  standards  in  food  premises.  Precise  assess- 
ment of  the  results  of  vigilant  inspection  cannot  be  made,  nevertheless  a 
relationship  exists  with  the  control  of  notified  cases  of  Food  Poisoning 
and  Sonne  Dysentery  among  food  handlers. 

Milk  Supply.— There  are  no  dairy  farms  within  the  District.  The  North- 
amptonshire County  Council,  as  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority,  have  dele- 
gated their  duties  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  1963 
to  this  Council.  Licences  under  these  Regulations  are  valid  for  a period  of 
five  years  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  licences  issued  under 
these  Regulations  is  detailed  below:  —

Notwithstanding  that  the  population  of  the  District  exceeds  40,000,  which 
is  the  defined  population  for  a Food  and  Drug  Authority,  food  sampling  under 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  is  carried  out  by  the  Weights  and  Measures  Depart- 
ment of  the  Northamptonshire  County  Council. 

Open  Market.— A market  is  held  on  two  days  per  week  and  190  inspections 
were  made  to  exercise  supervision  over  food  stalls.  Infringements  of  the 
Food  Hygiene  Regulations  were  rectified  informally  after  verbal  or  written 
notification  had  been  given,  and  eight  notices  were  served  during  the  year. 

Free  washing  facilities  are  provided  for  all  food  stallholders  at  the 
Public  Conveniences  situated  in  the  Market  Square.  The  provision  of  a 
covered  market  at  some  future  date  would  enable  the  standard  of  food  hygiene 
to  be  improved  giving  a greater  degree  of  protection  to  food,  and  facilitate 
the  provision  of  wash-hand  basins,  together  with  hot  and  cold  water,  in  con- 
veniently accessible  positions  to  persons  engaged  in  handling  food.

Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus.— Routine  immunisation  of 
infants  under  one  year  of  age  with  Triple  Antigen  was  continued  during  the 
year.  Immunisation  is  carried  out  either  by  the  family  doctor  or  at  the  County 
Health  Department's  clinics. 

Diphtheria  has  been  absent  from  the  District  for  almost  twenty  years. 

Whooping  Cough.— Eight  cases  were  notified,  none  of  these  required 
hospital  treatment. 

Gastro— Intestinal  Diseases.— Fifty-six  cases  of  Dysentery,  involving 
twenty-seven  homes,  were  notified  and  six  of  these  cases  were  admitted  to 
the  Isolation  Hospital  for  treatment.  Six  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  also 
notified  and  again  two  of  these  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital  for  treatment. 
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Paratyphoid  Fever.— One  case  was  confirmed  in  August  and  the  patient 
was  successfully  treated  at  home.  The  infection  appears  to  have  had  its 
origin  in  Blackpool  where  the  patient  had  been  on  holiday.  Another  sus- 
pected case  proved  negative. 

Malaria.— One  case,  believed  to  have  been  contracted  abroad,  was  notified 
in  February  and  was  successfully  treated  in  hospital. 

Pneumonia.— Three  cases  were  notified.  None  were  fatal. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia.— One  case  occurred. 

Poliomyelitis.— There  have  been  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  in  the  Urban 
District  for  the  past  four  years.  Immunisation  with  Sabin  Vaccine  is  carried 
out  routinely  at  the  County  Health  Department’s  Clinics  and  also  by  the 
family  doctors. 

Infectious  Hepatitis.— Forty  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  and  also 
one  death  has  been  classed  to  this  cause.  Infectious  Hepatitis  or  Epidemic 
Jaundice  of  Young  People  first  became  a notifiable  disease,  by  Order  of  the 
Urban  District  Council,  for  a temporary  period  of  three  years  on  July  1st, 
1962  and  was  extended  for  a further  period  of  three  years  to  commence  on 
January  1st,  1966.  The  incidence  of  the  disease  in  that  time  has  been  as 
follows:  — 

1962—  Twenty-four  cases  were  notified  in  the  period  from  July  1st  to 
December  31st. 

1963—  Ten  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

1964—  Eleven  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

1965—  Forty  cases,  plus  one  posthumous  notification,  were  notified  during 
the  year. 

In  this  three  and  a half  year  period  a total  of  eighty-six  cases  were 
therefore  notified  and  over  60%  of  these  occurred  in  children  below  school 
leaving  age.  It  was  for  this  reason  that  I recommended  to  the  Health  Com- 
mittee that  notification  of  this  disease  should  be  continued.  Knowledge  of 
the  incidence  and  pattern  of  spread  is  not  at  the  present  time  thoroughly 
understood  and  it  is  for  these  reasons  that  I consider  it  important  that  we 
continue  to  collect  information  since  the  disease  is  certainly  responsible 
for  a sizeable  fraction  of  ill  health  which  occurs  in  young  people. 

Encephalitis.— One  case  was  notified  and  this  occurred  in  a child  of 
2 years. 

Scarlet  Fever.— Only  eight  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  this 
year  and  all  were  mild  in  character. 

Smal Ipox.— There  were  no  cases. 

International  Certificates  of  Vaccination.— The  International  Forms  for 
vaccination  against  Smallpox  and  Cholera,  (for  completion  by  the  person’s 
own  Doctor),  can  be  obtained  by  the  traveller  from  the  address  below,  his 
travel  agency  or  the  company  arranging  his  transport  or  alternatively  from 
the  Ministry  of  Health,  Alexander  Fleming  House,  Elephant  and  Castle, 
London,  S.E.  1.  The  Doctor  requires  the  form  in  order  to  enter  on  it  the 
details  of  vaccination  and  the  form  should  then  be  sent  or  taken  to  the 
Public  Health  Department,  75  London  Road,  Kettering,  for  authentication  by 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  554  certificates  were  stamped  and  signed 
during  the  year. 

Meningitis.— Two  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 
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Weekly  Rate  of  New  Claims  for  Sickness  Benefit.— The  Manager  of  the 
local  office  of  the  Ministry  of  Pensions  and  National  Insurance  supplies 
a weekly  return  of  the  number  of  new  claims  for  sickness  benefit  made  by 
insured  persons  in  the  Corby  area.  These  figures  cover  Corby  and  the 
adjacent  part  of  Kettering  Rural  District.  The  average  number  of  new  claims 
during  the  year  was  165.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Urban  District  Council  of  Corby. 

MR.  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

I have  the  privilege  to  present  to  you  my  ninth  Annual  Report  on  the  work 
performed  by  the  Public  Health  Department  and  the  Public  Cleansing  Ser- 
vices. These  activities  are  reported  fully  in  the  following  pages,  including 
a new  duty,  namely,  the  inspection  of  offices  and  shops,  which  has  resulted 
in  improvements  in  these  non-industrial  occupations. 

The  statutory  responsibilities  laid  on  the  Council  to  maintain  and  improve 
the  environmental  hygiene  of  the  population  has  been  carried  out  with  all 
the  available  resources.  The  aim  of  the  Department  to  promote  better  health 
has  been  energetically  pursued,  notwithstanding  which,  the  town  is  expand- 
ing faster  than  the  Department's  resources  to  consolidate  the  standard  of 
services  expected  by  a more  enlightened  population. 

The  limited  availability  of  solid  smokeless  fuels  over  the  last  two  years, 
although  restricting  the  council’s  activities;  did  not  diminish  their  awareness 
of  the  importance  of  clean  air  as  a health  measure.  In  consequence,  a 
further  smoke  control  area  was  approved  in  principle  after  the  Ministry 
announced  an  increase  in  the  manufacture  of  solid  smokeless  fuel. 

Frequently,  problems  follow  in  the  wake  of  progress.  Initially,  the  paper 
sack  system  of  refuse  collection  was  introduced  for  a trial  period  in  a 
partial  pedestrian  precinct  housing  estate.  Future  estates  will  have  even 
longer  carries,  which  will  make  the  use  of  paper  sacks  preferable  to  the 
heavier  mild  steel  dustbins.  Again  the  volume  of  refuse  has  further  in- 
creased to  the  extent  that  the  storage  capacity  of  2V2  cu.ft.  per  house  is  no 
longer  adequate  and  will  require  review  in  the  immediate  future.  Many  house- 
holds without  any  open  fire  are  unable  to  burn  putrescible  materials,  and 
unless  domestic  incinerators  are  installed  a further  service  will  be  required 
for  the  collection  and  incineration  of  dressings  and  other  unwholesome 
articles. 

In  1959  I first  drew  attention  to  the  need  for  a new  Cleansing  Depot  and 
in  1964  negotiations  commenced  to  purchase  a site  off  Stanion  Lane  for 
this  purpose.  The  Council  acquired  land  at  the  rear  of  the  existing  Depot 
in  February  and  decided  to  build  a Cleansing  Depot  on  this  site,  which  is 
more  centrally  situated  in  the  town  and  large  enough  to  accommodate  present 
requirements  and  a refuse  treatment  plant  should  this  be  required  in  the 
future. 

The  Committee  deferred  implementing  their  policy  to  merge  three  collec- 
tion rounds  into  two,  thus  utilising  the  compression  type  of  vehicle  to  the 
full,  pending  the  introduction  of  Work  Study  in  this  service. 

I wish  to  acknowledge  the  encouragement  and  interest  given  by  the 
Health  Committee  and  Council  in  the  work  of  the  Department,  which  this 
year  has  been  most  gratifying.  To  all  colleagues  in  other  Departments  I 
would  express  thanks  for  services  rendered  and  to  the  staff  and  employees 
of  the  Health  Department  I wish  to  record  appreciation  for  the  co-operation 
received  and  for  the  willing  manner  in  which  they  have  undertaken  their 
many  and  varied  duties.

(b)  Improvements  and  Environmental  Conditions.— In  accordance  with 
the  conditions  found  during  the  various  inspections  reported  in  the 
above  table,  62  informal  notices  were  served  for  the  abatement  of 
public  health  nuisances,  housing  defects  and  unsanitary  conditions. 
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The  general  condition  of  the  majority  of  dwelling  houses  occu- 
pied at  the  end  of  1965  is  satisfactory.  Approximately  95%  of  the 
dwellings  are  of  modem  construction  and  are  provided  with  modern 
amenities.  The  older  properties  are  reasonably  suitable  for  habitation 
and  are  ripe  for  the  application  of  a co-ordinated  scheme  of  improve- 
ment to  provide  modem  amenities  comparable  with  the  standard  of 
the  majority  of  dwelling  houses  in  the  town.  This  may  well  be 
achieved  when  the  recommendations  made  by  the  consulting  Architect 
to  the  Development  Corporation  regarding  the  development  of  the  old 
village  are  implemented. 

2.  Drainage.— The  inspection  and  testing  of  existing  drainage  systems  in- 
volved 274  inspections  during  the  course  of  the  year.  In  all  cases  the 
repair  and  reconstruction  of  defective  drains  was  carried  out  without 
delay. 

3.  Pest  Control.— The  work  of  eradicating  domestic  pests,  notably  cock- 
roaches, ants,  earwigs,  silver  fish,  flies,  bugs  and  wasps,  was  under- 
taken by  the  department  and  73  premises  were  disinfested. 

The  duty  of  ensuring  that  the  District  is  kept  free  from  rats  and  mice 
is  laid  on  the  Local  Authority  by  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests 
Act,  1949.  Visits  were  made  to  industrial,  commercial  and  domestic 
premises  within  the  District  and  regular  treatment  was  instituted  where- 
ever  evidence  of  infestation  was  found,  A charge  is  made  for  this  service 
in  respect  of  business  premises  on  a time  and  material  basis;  no  charge 
is  made  for  work  carried  out  in  domestic  properties.

Control  of  Rats  in  Sewers.— The  systematic  poisoning  treatments  of  thepublic 
sewers  continued  during  the  year  and  the  results  obtained  in  the  treatment 
of  sewers  have  undoubtedly  had  a beneficial  effect  in  reducing  the  amount 
of  infestation  on  the  surface.  The  result  of  the  sewer  maintenance  treatment 
indicates  that  the  problem  has  been  reduced  to  reasonable  proportions.

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4.  Food  Control.— 


(a)  Unsound  Food.— The  initial  examination  and  testing  of  various  foods, 
other  than  butchers'  meat,  before  distribution  to  the  public  is  undertaken 
by  the  manufacturers  themselves  and  Local  Authorities  exercise  little 
or  no  control  until  the  foods  reach  the  wholesale  and  retail  channels. 
This  calls  for  regular  inspection  of  all  types  of  food  in  shops,  bake* 
houses,  canteens  and  factories.  Decisions  on  the  fitness  of  various 
foods  for  human  consumption  have  to  be  made  week  by  week,  and  where 
foodstuffs  are  judged  unfit  for  food  traders  surrender  them  for  destruction. 
The  following  types  of  food  were  destroyed  in  the  quantities  stated 
during  the  year:  —

(b)  During  the  year  nine  complaints  were  received  of  contamination  or 
spoilage  of  food  and  these  included  mould  and  foreign  bodies  in  a fruit 
pie  and  rusks,  bottles  of  milk  containing  iron  and  manganese  compounds 
and  cardboard,  and  a dirty  milk  bottle.  Investigations  were  made  in 
respect  of  the  complaints  and  in  one  case  legal  proceedings  were  insti- 
tuted and  resulted  in  a conviction  with  the  imposition  of  a fine.  In  all 
other  cases  serious  warnings  were  issued  together  with  technical  advice 
in  certain  instances,  with  a view  to  the  prevention  of  a recurrence  of  the 
complaint. 

(c)  Food  Premises.— A high  standard  of  food  hygiene  was  maintained 
during  the  year  in  respect  of  the  preparation,  storage  and  sale  of  food 
and  it  is  gratifying  to  report  generally  compliance  with  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations.  Exceptions  to  the  general  rule  necessitated  the  service  of 
35  notices,  all  of  which  were  complied  with  by  the  end  of  the  year,  A 
total  of  577  inspections  were  made  in  respect  of  259  food  premises, 
excluding  food  vehicles.

The  inspection  of  food  vehicles  operating  during  normal  trading  hours 
was  carried  out  and  every  vehicle  was  equipped  with  washing  facilities  and 
equipment.  Difficulties  in  inspecting  a minority  of  vehicles  from  other  areas 
which  enter  the  town  for  a few  hours  at  night  has  arisen.  There  is  a definite 
desire  on  the  part  of  the  genuine  traders  to  provide  and  maintain  satisfactory 
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premises.  It  must  now  be  accepted  that  the  mobile  food  vehicle  or  shop  is  a 
permanent  feature  of  our  present  way  of  life,  and  the  need  for  appropriate 
legislation  to  be  introduced  is  still  overdue. 

There  are  63  premises  which  are  required  to  be  registered  under  Section 
16  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955.  The  business  carried  on  in  these 
premises  varies  from  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  ice  cream  to  the  pre- 
paration of  preserved  foods  and  meat  products,  all  of  which  are  carried  out 
in  a satisfactory  manner.  The  premises  registered  or  recorded  at  the  end  of 
the  year  were  as  follows;  —

5.  Pet  Animals  Act,  1951.— The  premises  and  conduct  of  the  businesses  in 
respect  of  which  three  licences  were  issued  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
were  satisfactory. 

6.  Storage  of  Petroleum  Spirit.— In  the  interest  of  public  safety  the  depart- 
ment undertakes  the  supervision  of  installations  for  the  storage  of 
petroleum  spirit  and  petroleum  mixtures.  The  supervision  of  instal- 
lations and  testing  of  underground  tanks  necessitated  105  inspections  in 
addition  to  the  scrutiny  of  plans  for  new  installations.  The  number  of 
storage  licences  issued  was  31  and  the  income  from  licence  fees  amoun- 
ted to  £36.5.0. 

7.  Public  Cleansing.— 

(a)  Refuse  Collection.  The  collection  of  house  and  trade  refuse  is 
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organised  on  the  daily  task  system  based  on  a five  day  week  and  this 
ensures  that  a strict  weekly  collection  is  maintained.  The  regularity  of 
this  service  is  disturbed  only  by  Bank  Holidays,  when  collections  are 
carried  out  one  day  in  advance  in  the  preceeding  week  and  one  day  in 
arrears  the  following  week.  The  production  of  house  refuse  never  ceases 
and  the  maintenance  of  an  adequate  labour  force  depleted  by  absence 
due  to  sickness  and  other  causes  is  becoming  increasingly  more  difficult. 

The  volume  of  refuse  per  house  is  increasing  and  the  adequacy  of  a 
2Vi  cubic  foot  dustbin  to  hold  a weeks  refuse  from  one  household  is  now 
doubtful.  This  question  should  be  investigated  in  the  near  future.  It  is 
the  policy  of  the  Council  to  utilise  metal  dustbins  for  the  storage  of 
house  refuse.  In  addition,  a pilot  scheme  using  paper  bags  affecting 
1,000  houses  is  in  existence.  In  view  of  the  proposed  development  of 
the  town  on  the  pedestrian  precinct  principle  with  inevitable  long  carries 
involved,  the  question  of  adopting  paper  sacks,  metal  dustbins  or  the 
lighter  plastic  dustbin  will  have  to  be  determined  in  the  near  future. 

The  refuse  collection  service  was  carried  out  by  six  teams  operating 
two  16/18  Fore  and  Aft  Tippers,  two  50  cubic  yard  compression  vehicles 
and  two  16/18  Fore  and  Aft  Bulk  Loaders.  The  two  bulk  loaders  are 
designed  to  handle  mechanically  the  large  1%  cubic  yard  bulk  con- 
tainers installed  in  factories,  schools,  shop  premises  and  blocks  of 
flats.  At  present  one  machine  is  fully  employed  on  this  work  and  the 
work  of  the  other  is  divided  between  containers  and  dustbins.  The  work 
load  is  now  advanced  far  enough  to  replace  one  of  these  vehicles  with  a 
compression  vehicle  fitted  with  a hydraulic  container  hoist.  It  was 
departmental  policy  to  introduce  compre^ion  vehicles  and  by  exploiting 
their  efficiency  to  merge  three  four-men  collection  rounds  into  two  six- 
men  rounds,  thus  reducing  transport  costs.  This,  in  fact,  was  not  done 
due  to  the  impending  introduction  of  work  study  in  the  Cleansing  Section. 

The  operation  of  the  bulk  container  hire  service  continued  satisfact- 
orily throughout  the  year  producing  an  income  of  £416.  Each  week  283 
bulk  containers  were  emptied  from  schools,  flats,  factories  and  business 
premises  by  a specially  designed  vehicle  which  handles  the  containers 
mechanic^ly.  Shop  and  trade  refuse  is  removed  once  or  twice  per  week 
and  in  some  instances  daily;  there  are  78  agreements,  the  income  from 
which  amounted  to  £3,211. 

Once  again  reference  must  be  made  to  the  failure  to  provide  adequate 
accommodation  for  the  temporary  storage  of  refuse  and  salvage  with 
suitable  vehicle  approach  in  shops,  offices  and  schools.  This  require- 
ment is  a basic  necessity  which  fails  to  attract  the  care  and  attention 
it  warrants.  Instamces  are  now  arising  where  premises  are  extended  over 
areas  previously  used  for  salvage  and  refuse  purposes.  This  results 
in  either  siting  the  containers  outside  the  premises  or  reducing  the 
storage  capacity  to  a level  totally  inadequate  for  the  size  of  the  premises. 

The  number  of  new  entrants  to  the  service  was  76  and  73  left  during 
the  year;  the  number  of  working  days  lost  through  sickness  was  1,520- 
absenteeism  598— giving  a total  of  2,118  lost  man  days,  an  increase  of 
177  over  last  year. 

In  addition  to  the  normal  rounds  additional  house  refuse,  principally 
discarded  furniture  is  accepted  by  special  collections  on  request  to  avoid 
indiscriminate  dumping  on  open  land. 

(b)  Refuse  Disposal.—  All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping, 
utilising  an  International  Drott  fitted  with  a 4 in  1 shovel,  and  a Chase- 
side  Mechanical  Shovel.  The  construction  of  a high  level  access  road 
proved  its  value  during  the  winter  when  tipping  operations  continued 
without  interruption.  The  quantity  of  house  refuse  disposed  of  in  1965 
was  16,949  tons,  (estimated  by  test  weighings),  together  with  4,700tons, 
(estimated),  of  trade  refuse. 
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The  present  tipping  site  will  probably  last  for  some  five  years,  less 
if  the  population  increases  rapidly  with  the  extension  of  the  New  Town 
boundaries.  Informal  discussions  have  taken  place  regarding  future 
tipping  sites,  but  no  definite  agreement  has.  been  negotiated.  Future 
arrangements  may  be  affected  by  the  recommendations  of  a working 
party  set  up  by  the  Ministry  to  investigate  the  present  methods  of  dis- 
posal used  by  Local  Authorities.  It  is  anticipated  that  at  least  two 
factors  which  will  be  affected  are,  the  conservation  of  tipping  by  reduc- 
tion in  the  volume  of  refuse  prior  to  tipping  and  the  regionalisation  of 
refuse  disposal. 

(c)  Salvage.—  The  sorting  and  bailing  of  salvage  continued  in  an  old 
farm  building  using  a fixed  box  bailing  press.  The  method  is  slow  and 
wasteful  of  manpower,  necessitating  the  transport  of  bales  on  a sack 
truck  across  an  open  yard  to  the  storage  areas.  No  material  increase  in 
the  output  of  this  plant  can  be  anticipated  until  the  system  is  mechanised 
and  a continuous  process  introduced. 

The  collection  of  paper  salvage  from  houses  was  below  the  estimated 
potential,  the  present  bonus  scheme  has  not  had  the  desired  effect  and 
salvage  is  finding  its  way  into  the  refuse.  The  growth  of  the  town, 
together  with  an  increase  in  the  houses  without  any  open  fires  for  burn- 
ing material  at  home  means  increased  quantities  of  salvage. 

In  view  of  the  national  need  for  the  use  of  waste  paper  produced 
locally  at  economic  levels,  the  present  situation  calls  for  the  considera- 
tion of  a separate  collection  of  paper  from  domestic  property.

(d)  Street  and  Pavement  Cleansing.— There  are  twelve  shopping  centres 
in  the  town  which  were  cleansed  daily,  including  Sunday,  throughout 
the  year.  Previously  these  were  cleansed  by  manual  sweepers,  in  Feb- 
ruary a mechanical  pavement  sweeper  was  introduced  and  proved  satis- 
factory on  large  paved  areas,  but  does  not  replace  the  manual  sweeper 
entirely,  who  is  still  required  to  cleanse  recessed  shop  doorways  and 
splayed  shop  fronts. Again  this  type  of  sweeper  cannot  be  used  for  narrow 
footpaths  and  litter  traps  of  unique  architectural  design.  Notwithstanding 
these  shortcomings^  it  was  possible  to  reduce  the  mobile  manual  sweep- 
ing team  by  three  men. 

A further  endeavour  was  made  during  the  year  to  increase  the  effici- 
ency of  the  manual  sweepers  by  the  introduction  of  pedestrian  operated 
suction  litter  lifters.  These  worked  well,  although  somewhat  noisy, 
and  subject  to  obtaining  suitable  operators  have  a part  to  play  in  the 
Cleansing  Service. 

A total  of  79  littler  bins  are  provided  throughout  the  District  and  used 
to  a limited  extent.  Litter  as  such  will  remain  a problem,  costing  £10,000 
a year  until  the  public  undergo  a complete  change  of  thinking.  A mechan- 
ical sweeper  and  a refuse  collection  vehicle  are  loaned  to  the  Surveyors 
Department  for  the  purpose  of  cleansing  the  Market  Square  on  market 
days. 

Seasonal  operations  of  weed  spraying  were  carried  out  during  the 
year  by  means  of  a portable  mechanical  spray  unit  mounted  on  a vehicle. 

It  is  anticipated  that  greater  use  will  be  made  of  mechanical  pave- 
ment sweepers  in  the  pedestrian  areas  of  the  new  town  extensions. 
The  establishment  of  sub-depots  in  each  area  will  enable  the  sweepers 
to  operate  locally  and  cut  out  daily  transport  costs. 

The  Department  swept  and  emptied  the  gullies  of  the  County  and 
District  roads  throughout  the  year,  in  respect  of  which  the  following 
statistics  are  submitted:  —

(e)  Public  Conveniences.— There  are  seven  male  and  seven  female 
public  conveniences  in  the  District,  which  are  maintained  by  the  Dep- 
artment, wilful  damage  and  defacement  of  buildings  and  fittings  continued 
throughout  the  year.

The  conveniences  are  cleansed  twice  daily  and  once  on  Sundays. 
Full  time  attendance  is  provided  at  the  Town  Centre  conveniences  on 
Market  days,  i.e.  Friday  and  Saturday.  Provision  has  been  made  for 
further  toilets  to  be  provided  in  the  North  Lawn  and  Lodge  Park  neigh- 
bourhood areas.  Previous  reports  have  drawn  attention  to  an  increasing 
need  for  provision  of  conveniences  on  trunk  roads  for  the  use  of  vehicles’ 
drivers  and  passengers  of  through  transport.  Proposals  to  construct  the 
new  Tunwell  Loop  and  other  major  trunk  roads  require  the  consideration 
of  providing  this  type  of  amenity  within  the  next  two  years. 

(f)  Staff.— Throughout  the  year  the  technical  staff,  i.e.  two  Assistant 
Public  Health  Inspectors,  were  at  full  establishment,  notwithstanding 
which  the  miniumum  frequency  of  inspections  of  all  food  premises  was 
achieved.  The  division  of  the  town  into  two  districts,  with  each  Inspector 
responsible  for  his  own  area,  was  successful  and  is  building  up  a per* 
sonal  relationship  between  the  public  and  the  Department.  This  action 
highlighted  the  need  for  greater  attention  in  the  older  parts  of  the  town 
in  all  spheres  of  the  work  of  the  Department. 

I regret  to  report  that  the  Cleansing  Foreman  resigned  on  health 
grounds  and  the  Council  lost  an  officer  whose  experience  could  not  be 
replaced  at  the  same  salary.  The  vacancy  was  filled  by  internal  promo- 
tion, no  external  applications  being  received. 

An  unqualified  Technical  Assistant  was  appointed  in  November  to  carry 
out  the  duties  undertaken  by  the  Council  when  it  assumed  responsibility 
for  the  enforcement  of  the  Shops  Act  1950.  A male  Clerical  Assistant 
took  up  his  duties  in  September.  This  is  a new  appointment  which  fills  a 
long  felt  need  to  provide  some  stability  and  continuity  in  the  clerical 
section  of  the  Department.  A shorthand  typist  resigned  during  the  year 
and  the  vacancy  was  filled  with  a suitable  officer.

(a)  Registration  and  General  Inspection:  — 


Premises  in  which  assistants  work  less  than  a total  of  twenty-one  hours 
per  week  and  premises  occupied  as  a family  business  are  exempt  from  the 
provisions  of  the  Act.  Offices  occupied  by  a Local  Authority,  government 
offices  and  offices  within  the  curtilage  of  factories  are  the  responsibility  of 
H.M.  Factory  Inspector.  In  consequence,  the  Council’s  register  does  not  show 
the  total  number  of  premises  within  the  Borough. 

During  the  year  95  initial  inspections  of  premises  were  undertaken  and 
17  revisits.  The  total  number  of  premises  registered  at  31st.  December,  1965 
was  383.
